Airpacks sold to Embarrass.
Ambulance — running smoothly. No major issues. Do not know when or if the Director will be back because of
health issues. Part-time help hired to help with daily duties.



Highway and Roads — calls for roads after snowstorm. Larrabee are plowed after State and County roads are
plowed, and there was a new driver for Larrabee. There was one dead end road that had a call needed to get in to town
to get medicine. Stony hill had divot in new road, we/county recovered gravel from the incident which offset the cost of
repair.

CAWS — saved over $2,000 in December by having garbage picked up on a call in basis (not scheduled) projected

$10-$12K in the hole for this year. Bob Hoffman retired.
